Anderson County Authorities Will | o},

Ask Federal Government to
Investigate Savannah River.

P-ople all over Anderson county
have been walting for several weeks
gone by to hear the réport of the
special committee appointed to ex-
amine into whether or nct certain in-
terests have caused damage to the peo-
ple attending to traflic across the Sa-
vannah river, by reason of having
erected a dam at a distance some
miles up the river and therefore inter-
fered with passage between Anderson
County, South Carolina, and certain
Georgla counties. This specinl com-
mittee furnished a presentment to the
court of general sessions yesterday
and their document makes very in-
teresting reading. The report says in
part:

“We have investigated these com-
plaints and find that they.are well
founded. Navigation has been serious-
ly interfered with and we find that
many citizens of Georgia and South
Carolina' have heen interfered with
and caused delay in crossing the Sa-
vannah river.

“In vlew of the serlous pature and
importance of this matter to the eitl-
zens of this State and of Gonrgia, as
well as to the parties immediately in-
terested In Brown’s Ferry and the
Portman Shoais dam and in view aleo
of the fdct that this guestion involves
the question of power and jurisdic-
tion, not only of this State and the
Btate of Gecrgla, but also of the Unit-
ed States, we deemed it proper to =ub-
mit the matter to the 'solicitor of the
circuit, with the request to make an
Invesintlnn and t/ submit to us a re-
port and we also - employed special
counsel to assist {n the matter. i

“For the present we have decided
that it will be suficient to call the
matter to the attention of the proper
Federal authorities and to the atior-
ney general of this State. We there-
fore recommend that your honor in-
struct the clerk of comit to send a
copy of this speclal presontment, to-
gsther with the report and cpinions
attached thereto, to each of the fol-

war at Wuhlngtun. each of the United
Statos sauaiors from Sguth Carolina,
to the member «f congress from the
Third congressional district, to the
atiorney zonercl of the Unlted States,
to the United States attorney for the
district of South Carolina, to the at-
torney general of South Carolina.”

In the report of counsel, prepated
by Kurtz P. Smith, solcitor and Ern-
est F.. Cochran, the attorneys make
ihe statement that in their  opinion
this matter ean not he handled ac-
cording to,law hy.the courts of South
Carolina and that it iz a matier fod
Lihe Upnited States courts to decide. In
conclusicn : the statement gays:
